Washington.- One of the log prob­ 
lems before the new Congress is get­ 
ting the railroads back en a peace 
.basis. 
These 260,000 nines of si eel 
highways were taken over by the Gov­ 
ernment as an indispensable ann of 
the national defense; but now ilia! 
their war service is over, there is a 
country-wide demand that the Gov­ 
ernment restore them to their owners 
to be operated on normal American 
business standards of efficiency. 
Rut, as has been pointed out by 
President Wilson as well as by manx 
men in public life who have given 
this subject years of careful study, 
it is not enough simply to say lo the 
railroad companies, "Take these rail­ 
roads and give the country the best 
ransportation service that money and 
brains can provide." 


Old L a w s O b stru ct Growth. 
The President recently said that it 
would be a serious mistake lo return 
to tile old conditions of railroad regu 
lation without 
reforming 
the 
anti 
qua ted laws t lint were obstructing tile 
free development of transportation fa­ 
cilities, The Director General of Rail­ 
roads has recently made an inspection 
trip from coast to coast, and he has 
been telling Hie people that tile time 
bas now come to put the railroads on 
a sound foundation. 
The plans for a better system of 
national control of railroads are as 
varied as were tile plans tor banking J 
and currency reform when Congress 
received a mandate from tile people 
to provide insurance against financial 
panics.

Orkney Islands, Lyric, June 26. 
E. P Gibson, Decatur, Texas. 
Dear E d : — As I have a few spare 
moments of leisure time, will try to 
enlighten your mind about the move­ 
ments of myself since the beginning 
of hostilities between Germany and 
her closer friends. 
October 28, 1916, I enlisted at 
Dallas, Texas for a period of four 
years, not exceeding five years for 
the third re-enlistment and at my 
own request was sent to San F ra n ­ 
cisco, California, for II. S. S. Rain­ 
bow for general detail to either re­ 
main there or else to the Asiatic Sta­ 
tion, China, Japan, Phillipine Islands 
and so forth. 
On November 6, 1916 I was detail­ 
ed to take charge of the IT, S. S. Vir­ 
ginia, a heavy tug, running between 
Goat Island, the training station in 
San Francisco Bay, to pier No. four­ 
teen at Ferny Building at fourth 
street, San Francisco. 
On account 
of pending hostilities with Germany, 
and the Allies, I was transferred to 
the U. S. S. Albany, a fast cruiser 
on January 6, 1917, and upon arrival 
at Brenerton, Washington, was sent 
to IT. S. S. Maryland, the flagship of 
Captain Caranangle and 
remaining 
until February 17, 1917, when I was 
transferred back to the D. S. S. Al­ 
bany with orders to proceed to Man- 
.villio, Mexico at all possible speed. 
We laid at this port for a period of 
not exceeding four days, when we re­ 
ceived orders front the 
Bureau of 
Navigation to proceed to 
Norfolk, 
Virginia at all possible, some th o u ­ 
sands of miles away. 
We arrived 
at Did Point Comfort on or about 
March I, 1917, and ran up and down 
the Atlantic Slope from Black Island 
off the coast of Rhode Island, 
to 
Cape Hatteras, or what is known as 
the graveyard of the Atlantic, on ac­ 
count of rough conditions which ex­ 
ist most of the time- this is near 
Hie Virginia Capes. 
We and others 
were on Hie lookout for 
German 
raiders 
and 
subarines 
within 
the 
three-mile limit and we sank sever- 
; al. 
On July 3, ll* I 7, we were detailed 
as a convoy ship from the port of 
New York to Greenstown, England, 
with a convoy of ill ships, mostlv as 
for mules and ho resea and some car­ 
go ships.. 
The 
first trip we 
lost 
three cargo ships and s o m e seven or 
eh lit hundred head of horses and 
mules, including cargo and a few 
men in a Imam gale which lasted 
for four days. 
Only m in d casual­ 
ties to our crew were suffered. 
This 
trip 
consumed 
twenty-seven 
days. 
Later we took another convoy of si­ 
milar character, and thirty minutes 
after we turned them over to British 
convoy, they shot three ships right 
out from tinder them, lint they nev­ 
er dared tackle them under Ameri­ 
can Mag. 
On September 26. I IOT, at Bos­ 
ton Massachusetts, I was transferred 
to Boltsmith. Virginia, to the I . S. 
S. Panhattan, formerly the G. S. s. 
11 arn burg, a German passenger ship 
out of Hoboken, New Jersey, which 
was converted into an army transport 
and m a d e three trips to France, to 
St. Na zaire, Paulilac, Bordeaux and 
t 
Brest, taking some 20,000 men in all. 
On December 23. 1917, in a hea­ 
vy gale in tile Bay of Biscay, about 
five hundred miles off Hit1 coast of 
Brest, our rudder carried away in a 
very dangerous position, burning up 
three, men and injuring a few others. 
We pulled .back into Brest and wait­ 
ed for repairs from December 7 1917 
to March 31, 19 1s.
